Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, line 10, the phrase "numerous complete half- 
cycles during each complete half-cycle" is confusing and should 
be clarified. 

35 U.S.C. § 101 reads as follows: 

"Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, 
machine, manufacture, or composition of matter or any new 
and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent 
therefore, subject to the conditions and requirements of 
this title". 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as claiming 
the same invention as that of claims 1-16 of prior U.S. Patent 
No. 5,03 6,253. This is a double patenting rejection.
